‘animals eat but a small portion of them. 
| My cows, the past season, increased in their 
| milk fully one-third after they had got well 
started on their corn fodder, so that I could 
give them a full feeding without danger of | 
their over eating, as they might have done | 
if a little care was not exercised at the com 
mencement of its use. 
For winter use | have it cut and bound in | 
small bundles, and set up and capped in the 
field till properly cured; then stored in the 
barn or shed on the bay or scaffold, by set- 
| ting the bundles on end as close as they can 
}stand in an upright position; and by so 
| doing they have kept finely, and are eaten in 
| preference to early cut hay, by all farm 
stock I have ever fed it to, and I think quite 
as good for the animals, and « greater profit 
to the farmer who feeds it, as the yield is so 
much more per acre, and it can be secured 
at a season when labor is in less request 
| than in haying time. 





| DAIRY ROOMS AND TsMPERATURE 
| For keeping milk, 1 would give the pref- 
erence to a good spring house in summer, 


grand object is to keep the milk as nearly 
as possible at an even temperature the year 
round. 

With regard to the proper tempereture of } 
|the spring house or vault, I would say that 
jone object is to make all the cream rise in 
the least possible time, and to do this, we 
must keep the milk at a regular temperature. 
Severs] experiments have been made to 
ascertain the proper temperature; as a rule 
it has been found that milk at a temperature 
of fifty deg. will raise all the cream in thirty- 
six hcurs; at a temperature of fifty-five deg. 
it requires but twenty-four hours» at a tem- 
perature of ——e deg. it requires but 
twenty hours, while at one of seventy-seven 
deg. it needs but twelve hours. 

In another experiment, the milk was kept 
at a temperature of from thirty-four deg. to 
thirty-seven deg; no cream of any account 
was thrown up in three weeks.

MILK OR CREAM FOR ONE POUND OF 
BUTTER. 








The question as to the amount-of milk or 
cream required to make one pound of butter, 
is very difficult to answer, from the fact that 
milk varies so much. From nine to eleven 
quarts of milk should make two of cream, 
which in turn ought to make one pound of 
butter ; fe hee eighteen to twenty 
pounds of milk should make four of cream, 
which should make one of butter. I give 
this data from a dairy of common cows, and 
it will of course vary with other breeds and 
herds. Two quarts of cream is a fair aver- | 
age for one pound of butter, though many |

Stock Department. 
REARING STOCK CALVES. 


The method of rearing calves depends 
much on the future use to be made of them. 


| 


On this subject, breeders and writers hold of their training, and might be easily guard- | 


different opimons, and each may he correct, 
according to circumstances. 

The best time for calves to be dropped, 
which are intended for rearing, is in the 
epring of the year. Nature has taught us 
that, and all experience is in its favor. 

The calf should at the first meal, and as 
soon after birth as inclined, suck its dam. 
This is indispensable to its health, in enabling 
it to discharge the fietal nutriment remaining 
in its stomach and bowels, and give it 
strength for future action. Even when it is 
intended to bring it up by hand, in feeding 
from the pail; three or four meals from the 
udder are all the better, and it will as readily 


| take the finger for feeding then, as immedi- 


ately after its first meal. When the calf is 


| of no value, and milk only is the object, two 


or three days are enough for it to live, until 
the milk be thoroughly fit for use. If the 
cow’s udder be diseased by inflammation, or 
otherwise, it may be necessary to retain the 
calt a few days longer, to draw the milk and 
soften it, for no draft upon the udder is as 
natural and soothing as that of the calf. 
ReARiNG BY Hany. ‘The very first thicg 
to be done with a calf, after it has drawn its

his means will pernzits. 

We got into conversation with a practical 
farmer a short time sinee, and bis manage 
ment seemed so perfect and easy to be adopt 
ed, that we will choose his language as near 
as we can to illustrate our subject. 

He owns a snug little farm of forty acres, 
and has, for the past few years, been making 
money. He makesit a point to keep as 
much stock as he can take good care of. He 
keeps ten cows, and has them fat the year 
round. ‘heir increase he sells to the butch 
er as soon as they are fit, except two or three 
heifer calves, which he raises, and sells o 
many cows, thus keeping his number good. 
He generally has one or two breeding sows ; 
has their pigs come in February, and another 
litter in the summer. The February pigs are 
kept fat and butchered the following Novem- 
ber or December, at which time he makes 
them average two hundred a piece. The 
summer litter is sold in the fall. He keepe 
a flock of fifty sheep, all ewes, and of the

‘here are various other little matters con- 
nected with his m2nagement, which contri 
bute to his success, but the secret. of it all is, 
he undertakes nothing but what he accom- 
plishes thoroughly

ROOT OROPS. 


We are satisfied from observation that the 
culture of roots can be made very profitable, 
and the wonder is that our farmers are 60 
slow to perceive this. A single acre of land 
properly tilled, and planted in rutabages, 
beets, carrots, and parsnips, will produce 
more food for stock, and of better quality, 
than any five acres of grase. ‘The sugar beets 
and long reds yield enormously, and so do 
carrots and parsnips. For milch cows there 
is hardly any food so good as these roots, 
and ali ki-ds of live stock thrive on them. 
l'here is this advantage, too, in cultivating 
parsnips, that they may grow in the ground 
all winter, and they furnish the best food 
that can be given to fresh cows. With 
plenty of roots, cattle, sheep and horses 
keep in better condition than when fed 
entirely on dry ha, and grain, and there is 
no question about the saving and profit of 
feeding roots. Any farmer who gives the 
root culture a fair trial will be surprised to 
diseover how much labor he has thrown 
away every year in supplying provender 
With ordinary care the yield of rutabagas 
will rarely fall short of 500 bushels to the 
acre on good soil, and a much larger quan

HOW TO BREAK STEERS. 


At a meeting of ‘the Westminster, Vt, | 
Farmers’ Club, Mr. Horace Goodhue gave | 


the following method of breaking steers : 

It a steer is very wild, place a snap in his 
nose and lead him carefully two or three 
miles before yoking. Then joke the steers 
in a well fenced barnyard, and drive them 
one hour around next the fence. The fence 
prevents them turning to the right, while the 
driver keeps them from leaving the fence. 
Be gentle with them. Repeat this lesson 
daily until they become somewhat tractable, 
advance @ step at the word of command and 
understand the utterance ‘ haw,’ when they 
may be driven across the middle of the yard 
and readily taught to ‘gee.’ Keep them 
carefully abreast, After this give them 8 
few lessons by driving in the highway. Then

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APPLE TREE SUCKERS 


Many otherwise good orchards are allowed 
to become defaced, as well as seriously in- 
jured, by allowing a profusion of suckers to 
grow atthe base of the trunks. Attempts 
are sometimes made to get rid of them by 
cutting them off down to the surface of the 
ground, and leaving cousiderable portions 
below in form of short stumps. ‘These sprout 
again, and they soon become as bad as ever. 
A better way is to wait til) they are in leaf, 
at which time they are loosened more 
readily, and taking each separately in the 
hands, and placing a thick boot upon it near 
the tree, they are quickly separated. If done 
,at that time they will not be likely to sprout 
again. 

| It isa well known truth in horticulture 
that like produces like, and we think the 
best way to avoid suckers is to be sure the 
tree is raised from one that. was budded on a 

| seedling stock. Too many of our tree grow- 
ers gather up suckers in their grounds and 
bad on these waste roots, which must re“ 
produce bad trees. Never bud on a sucker. 
Root grafting also produces them. This 

| too, is a bad practice.

Event- 
ually seapsuds was applied, says the (fer 

maniown Telegraph, which seemed to do the 
business, both in driving them away and in 
| keeping them away. It should be applied 
several times, and always after a rain has 
| washed off the effects of the previous sprink - 
| ling Whale oil soap is the best for this 
murpose, using about one pound to four 
gallons of water. This soap can be obtained 
jat the agricultural stores generally, as well 
as «ome of the drug and grocery stores. 

We see that other remedies are suggested, 
javd among them one in an English journal, 
| that the common elder bush oo among 
the vines will keep off all bugs usually in 
festing them. But we do not believe it. We 
have often tried similar appliances and found 
them all to be worthless. Try the whale oil 
soapsuds; and if this substance cannot be 
obtained, use the common soap ina lerger 
proportion.

commtty. He was fifteen years old when he 
came to New York city and entered one of 
its colleges to complete hie education. He 
had already at thir early age written literary 


compositions at his desk {nh the tountilig 
room; and ote of ther, the description of a 
West Mndien hartictne, wee printed and 


complimented "4 the newspajers. Such 
evidence of ah intellect beyond his years, 
attracted the notice of friends and excited 
his own ambition; and his mother was early 
persuaded and kindly assisted to send the 
promising boy to America, where he might 
obtain alike the advantages of education and 
future opportunities in life, Thence com- 
menced his wonderful career; especially won- 
derful for its precociows and swii displays of 
power, in which he outran his years, and 
was a men fa public estimaticn, long before 
he wes such in contemplation of law. At 
seventeen he wrote habitually for the press. 
At the same age he ap as an orator 
in the cause of the colonies, and on one 
occasion, where busy and vexed streets now 
run in New York city, a crowd was assembled 
in “the open fields” to hear the maiden 
speech of so youthful and remarkable an 
aspirant for popular applause. At nineteen 
he drew his sword in the Revolution, and 
commanded a company of volunteers. In 
the retreat through the Jerseys he came 
under the notice of Washington, and the 
young captain was elevated to the office of 
“principal and ¢gafidential aide” to the 
commander-yrthief, held the honorable pos’ 
until pgate was concluded, and enjoyed such 
companionship with the “ Father of his 
Country,” that he may be said to have shar- 
ed his tent and counsel throughout the war. 

The moet temarkable thing in the intellec- 
tual life of Hamilton, is its precocity. He 
had, too, that enormous activity which ap- 
peais to be the peculiar gift of precocious 
minds, and amasses within the s of a 
few years, results that might be distributed 
through a life time. His literary labors, 
apart from the direct tasks of office, were 
incessant and of the most various descrip- 
tion. He wrote for the newspapers; he 
adopted different nom de plumes to circulate 
his opinior s; he aided his political views by 
an extensive private correspendence. The 
fact is he wrote too abundantly to write well, 
and his faciaty of composition, as often hap 
pens, passed into some degree of smooth 
superficiality. 

Hamilton had a certain distrust of the 
intelligence and conscience of the people; 
he recognised the necessity of a governing 
class, on the principle, as Mr. Carlyle sav- 
agely has it, that wise men are appointed to 
govern “fools” since the creation of the 
world. He thought nothing could be done 
with the people, without appeals to thei: 
special irterests, without exciting their pas 
stons, and turning them to the side of the 
government. His favorite theory in politics 
was that men, in the mass, could only be 
successfully governed through their fears 
and interests; and there is re: son to believe 
he even obtained some icipation of 
Washington on these views. On the other 
hand, Jefferson, opposing Hamilton radically, 
had a supreme faith in the masses, and 
esteemed “ Democracy,” in the sense of ‘he 
Greek words composing it, as the excellence 
as well as the power of the people. The 
wo men were bitter personal enemies; and 
while Hamilton termed Jefferson an atheist 
ind declared that he had got his principle: 
from the French Revolution, the latte: 
‘etorted that Hamilton was plotting in e 
foreign and treasonable interest, and, in hir 
racy language, classed him with “ the Sam- 
sons in the field whose heads had been shor 
by the harlot England.” But it is not 
pleasant to recall these excesses of party 
zeal; they bave no true historical interest 
in proportion as they are destitute of truth 
and are only indicative of the passiom 
of men. Whatever Jefferson’s prejudice: 
against Hamilton, it is remarkable he coulc 
yet do justice to his powerful and admirable 
intellect. The opinion of the great Virgin- 
ian was emphatically, if not enthusiasticaily 
expressed, when, in 1795, he wrote to Mr. 
Madison: “ Hamilton is really a Colossus 
to the anti Republican party. Withou' 
numbers, he is a host within himse:f.” 

The patriotism of Alexander Hamiltor 
was above ruspicion. He had many virtue: 
and accomplishments. He seasoned hit 
political life with generous friendships; 
Washington admitted him to a persona 
intimacy that he never gave any other ma: 
out of his family; he was the idol of a select 
society; he introduced the tone of the gen- 
tleman into politics; he was dignified in 
his manners, and at the same time easily 
touched in his feelings—a combination not 
illogical or impossible, as we often observe 
in life that the truest dignity is but the con- 
venient aud proper apparel of a spirit thor 
oughly sensitive in its nature and delicat: 
in its tones. His relations with Washing- 
ton added a peculiar interest to his life 
and the opinion of the great chief could no 
but be reflected to some extent in the popu 
lar sentiment of the country. Washington 
considered Hamilton the greatest military 
man of his times; and testified to this judg 
ment by obtaining for him from an unwill- 
ing President (Adams) the appointment of 
Senior Major General to command 
forces of the United States, when war war 
thought to be imminent with France; and. 
of his choice he wrote in a vrivate letter 
that it could not well be replaced by any 
other man in the couutry. After the Revo- 
lution it was plain that Wushington con- 
tinued his regard for Hamilton, and showed 
an appreciation of him for statesmanshi} 
quite equal to that for arms. In his admin- 
istration as President, he tried to keep the 
balance between Jefferson and Hamilton; 
his patient and or intellect stood 
between them, and he eagerly sought the 
compromises of their quarrel; yet in all 
matters where he was not sustained by efforts 
at reconciliation between these two members 
of his Cabinet, he visibly inclined to the 
views of the former, and manifested a sym- 
pathy with him, short, however, of surren 
dering his convictions to any political party 
in the country. 

The circumstances of the death of Hamil- 
ton are well known, and have often been 
recited with moral effect. He fell in a duel 
with Aaron Burr, at Weehawken, on the 11th 
of July, 1804. He was op to the prac- 
tice and principles of such » combat ; but his 
sensitiveness to censure would not permit 
him to avoid it. His temper was nettlesome ; 
in point ot honor he wes “jealous as the 
eagle of her high wrie;” and he could not 
bear even to be twitted by partisans in any 
matter where personal character was involv- 
ed. He went on the field generously deter- 
mined not to take the life of his antagonist, 
impelled there solely by a sentiment, and 
with his imagination fixed on the circum- 
stance that this sentiment, was to cost him 
his life, and that he was certain to fall in the 
combat. His last moments were Christian 
aud heroic. When his wounded body was 
borne in sight of his weeping wife, he turned 
his head and said, “ Remember Eliza, you 
are a Christian !” 

Burr fied from his black deed to Europe; 
but there is reason to believe he was ued 
and scourged by remorse to the end of his 
days. It is curious that there is an affecta- 
tion of bravado in men worst affected by the 
passion, and that the world often mistakes as 
heartless and hardened persons the unhappy 
creatures who carry in their hearts a consum- 
ing tre, which they are constantly endeavor- 
ing to subdue or mask by hollow mockeries, 
or light behavior. Burr with his hand wet 
with the blood of his noble victim, could 
write to his daughter, Theodosia, that “ if 
she had an ennuyant lover she might advise 
him to try as areliefa liason or a duel!” 
Such hideous words could have been no true 
expression of his temper; their very excess 
impli-s that they were mockery to his true 
state of feeling, to the real extent of his 
suffering. He wandered to distant lands; 
but the ghost of Hamilton, almost literally 
pursued him. At one time in Paris, poverty 
stricken, and in the lowest stages of adven- 
ture, he called upon Talleyrand, ing to 
engage his interest or his charity in some 
scheme to better his fortunes. sent in 
his card to the minister and waited for an

for good or evil. Think of the multitude ke 
addresses—the thinking men and women 
who pass his columns under critical review. 
Surely, this is acareer not to’ be lightly 
esteemed, not to be slurred over bunglingly. 
Surely, this messenger crossing sacred 
threshold of home, might well step carefully, 
reverentially, discreetly, and discuss fairly, 
justly, all topics especially connected with 
ome duties and home responsibilities. 
Surety, his advertising list, if he have one, 
should be a clean one, such as any frank- 
browed, hitherto innocent young boy, might 
read. Surely, the maiden, whose horizon is 
not bounded by a strip of ribbon or silk, or 
even the magejage altar, should have the 
= questions of the day, relating to the 
uture of her sex, not brushed aside with a 
contemptuous sniff, or treated with 4ippant 
ridicule, because this is the shortest and 
easiest way of disposing of that which re- 
quires thought and fair deliberation. It 
seems 80 strange to me, who hold in such 
exalted estimation an editor’s calling, that 
one should ever be found willing to belittle 
it; itis also a great comfort to know that 
there are those who hold this their position, 
for honor and interest second to none, and 
in th’s light conscientiously conduct the 
paper, so far as their strength and means 
allow. This would be a very stupid world, I 
grant, if individuality were not allowed in 
the editorial chair as well as elsewhere; but 
leaving a wide margin for this, is there not 
stiil room in many newspapers for more 
justice, manliness, courtesy, and above all, 
respectful mention of woman, even though 
the exigence of her life may compel her to 
address the public ?
